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IDF officer killed in Hizbullah mortar attack

An IDF officer and at least three 
Hizbullah gunmen were killed m 
separate incidents in heavy fight- 
ing in isouth Lebanon since 
Thursday. 

Lt. Yuval Mir, 22, of Rehovot, 
was fatally wounded in a 
Hizbullah mortar attack in the 
security zone cm Friday afternoon. 
He died of his wounds in Haifa’s 
Rambam Hospital. His funeral 
will be today at 3:30. 

The incident occurred in the 
Ramim ridge area, some 2 to 3 
kilometers from Kibbutz Menara, 
amid heavy exchanges between 
Hizbullah and IDF and South

A full-scale inquiry has been 
launched by the UN and the 
Syrian authorities into the shoot¬ 
ing deaths of two members of the 
Disengagement Observer Force 
(UNDOF) on the Syrian side of 
the border on Friday. 

A UN source said the inquiry 
was likely to take some rime and 
it was still not dear whether the 
soldiers had been shot from 
dose ot long range. 

The soldiers from the Austrian 
contingent were found dead on a 
regular patrol route near Hadar 
village, on the Syrian side of the 
border on the foot of Mount 
Hermon, some eight kilometers 
east of Majdal Shams. 

They had both been shot twice 
and left lying on the patrol route 
which is regularly used by the 
UN troops supervising the 1974 
separation of forces agreement 
between Israel and Syria. 

*The Austrian Defense Ministry 
identified the slain soldiers as 
Wolfgang Grasser and Gerhard 
Karitschnig. 

“This tragic incident is being 
investigated by the Austrian bat¬ 
talion assisted by the UN force 
military police, and the Syrian 
authorities are also investigating 
the situation as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble. The force commander has 
met with senior Syrian military 
and police officers to ensure 
there is full cooperation between 
the inves tigating agencies, to 
ensure that the cause of this inci¬ 
dent is determined as soon as 
possible ” UNDOF chief of staff 
Col. G. G. Hug said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Fred Eckhard, the spokesman 
at UN headquarters in New York, 
said the attack appeared to be 
criminal rather than political. 
UNDOF was established in 
1974 and has a force of around 
1,250 soldiers from four coun¬ 
tries, Canada, Austria, Poland, 
and Japan. UNDOF also super¬ 
vises the agreement on the sepa¬ 
ration of forces. 

Its headquarters are m 
Damascus and its troops are 
deployed on both sides of the 
border from Mount Hermon and 
the Golan Heights southwards to 
a point close to Hamat Gader 
where the borders of Jordan. 
Syria and Israel meet. 

Senior UN officers said it was 
[he first time they could recall 
[hat two members of the UN 
Macekeeping force on the Golan 
,ad apparently been deliberately

Nir was an instructor in the offi¬ 
cer’s school who went to Lebanon 
on Friday with his soldiers for the 
third time. 

One of his friends said that Nir 
was wounded while in training in 
the paratroops, but he insisted on 
continuing in the unit, and went on 
to become an officer. 

He was due to be released from 
the IDF in six months. 

Nir is survived by his parents, a 
brother and a sister. 

The IDF Spokesman said Nir 
was with his troops mi foot patrol 
in die eastern sector in the zone, 
when die force came under fire 
from mortars. According to mili¬ 
tary sources. the mortar rounds 


fell near the troops and Nir was 
seriously wounded by shrapnel. 
He was treated in the field, and 
evacuated by helicopter to Haifa’s 
Rambam Hospital, but died there 
of his wounds. 

Initial inquiries showed the 
mortar fire originated inside 
Hirbat el-Salim village. Firing 
from inside villages was banned 
under the understandings reached 
at the end of Operation Grapes of 
Wrath last April. 

During exchanges and clashes 
on Thursday morning, at least 
one Hizbullah gunman was killed 
by SLA troops, apparently by 
long-range fire. In a separate 
incident on Thursday night and 
the early hours of Friday morn¬ 


ing, IDF troops killed at least two 
other Hizbullah gunmen in an 
initiated operation north of the 
security zone. 

That incident occurred in the 
Iqlim al-Toufah region in an area 
where Hizbullah is known to oper¬ 
ate and to launch attacks on IDF 
and SLA troops and to attempt to 
infiltrate the security zone. 

The fighting over the past few 
days continued yesterday with 
more long-range mortar attacks by 
Hizbullah of several IDF and SLA 
positions, particularly in the 
zone’s eastern and cental sectors. 
An SLA soldier and two civilians 
working in a nearby field were 
wounded in one attack. They were 
evacuated to a hospital in 


Maijayoun. IDF and SLA gunners 
returned fire. 

According to sources in the 
Northern Command, there has 
been an escalation in Hizbullah 
activities recently, especially in 
attempts to infiltrate the security 
zone and cany out attacks. 

The sources said that on 
Thursday morning SLA troops 
spotted a Hizbullah squad hying 
to infiltrate the zone in the Ali 
Tahr hill range. The SLA troops 
opened fire, killing at least one 
gunman and probably wounding 
others, thereby thwarting the infil¬ 
tration attempt. 

Later that day, an IDF force 
operating several kilometers north 
of the security zone in the Iqlim

Many of the Hizbullah gunmen 
killed recently originate from 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley region in 
the north of Lebanon and not from 
villages in the south.

El-Baz here today with summit proposal 


Egyptian peace envoy Osama el-Baz is due 
to return to Israel today for a meeting with 
Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu. El-Baz 
is expected to offer a package deal that would 
lead to a summit under the auspices of 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak, according 
to government sources in Jerusalem. 

At the Sbarm e-Sheikb meeting with 
Netanyahu, Mubarak hinted in a news confer¬ 
ence drat be would initiate a summit between 
Netanyahu and Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

The sources said that el-Baz’s return to 
Jerusalem only three days after his last meeting 
with Netanyahu indicate Egypt’s aim of con¬ 
tinuing with the momentum of its mediation 


effort since Sharm e-Sbeikh. 

However, the sources cautioned that 
Egyptian mediation is only meant to restart 
Israeli-Palestinian peace talks, and should not 
be expected to be anything more than that. 

Meanwhile, the head of Fatah in the West 
Bank, Marwan Baigouti, warned yesterday that 
the impasse in the peace talks created a real 
threat that an intifada could break out at any 
time in the territories. 

Baigouti was speaking near Tiberias at an 
assembly of Arab, Druse and Beduin local 
authority heads to protest the freeze in die 
peace talks and the danger of the collapse of 
the Oslo accords. 

EU peace process coordinator Miguel 


Moratinos also attended. He said that the EU 
see; Israeli Arabs as a bridge to peace, and the 
EU’s concern over the impasse in the peace 
process led him to take part in the assembly. 

On Friday, Knesset members from the Labor 
and Gesber factions met with their Palestinian 
counterparts and decided to set up joint parlia¬ 
mentary committees to deal with interior, edu¬ 
cation, labor and social affairs and youth and 
cultural issues.

Wiesenthal Center: UK sent Nazis to Canada

TORONTO (AP) - British offi¬ 
cials convinced the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment to allow almost 2,000 
suspected war criminals into die 
countiy shortly afterWorld War n, 
the Simon Wiesenthal Center said. 

Members of the 14th SS 
Volunteer Grenadier Division, 
formed in 1943 largely from the 
ranks of Ukrainian and eastern 
European auxiliary police units, 
were allowed into Canada from 
internment camps in Britain after 

the war. .. „ 

Sol Littman. Canadian director 
of the Simon Wiesenthal Center, 
said he was shocked to find docu¬ 
ments in British archives indicat¬ 
ing that members of the division 
ware never investigated for war 
crimes. He said a 1948 report 
indicated that only the most cur¬ 
sory screening was conducted. 

•*Tbey were desperate to get 
them out of Britain,” Littman 
said. “There was no real investi¬ 


gation at all.” 

Scores of Nazis fled to Canada 
and are living there comfortably 
today, according to a The 
Jerusalem Post report last year. 

The Wiesenthal Center has 
said the ranks of the Waffen SS 
division were filled with mem¬ 
bers of Ukrainian auxiliary 
police units responsible for the 
murders of tens of thousands of 
Jews, Gypsies and other civil¬ 
ians in Nazi-occupied lands dur¬ 
ing the war. 

Littman said the British govern¬ 
ment of the day was well aware of 
die unit’s reputation for brutality 

and atrocities. ... ^ 

“Questions were raised in the 
[British] House of Commons ask¬ 
ing why drey were bringing these 

cutthroats into the countiy." 

But, he said, none of that infor¬ 
mation was passed along to 
Canadian officials. 

Roughly 12,000 members of the 


unit were transferred to a camp in 
Britain after surrendering to 
British troops in Austria at the end 
of the war. 

A spokesman for Britain’s 
Foreign Office said Friday that 
Britain checked all allegations 
that were pending at the time 
against the 2,000 people on a 
case-by-case basis. 

“Al tiie time there weren’t a lot 
of allegations." the spokesman 
said. 

Subsequent information might 
have come to light about some of 
the people, but by then they had 
already immigrated to Canada, 
the spokesman said. 

The spokesman did not know 
whether any of the people who 
tried to go to Canada were refused 
permission as the background 
checks were made by Britain but 
insisted there was no attempt to 
mislead the Canadians.' 

Ukrainian Canadian leaders 


have called the center's charges 
“ridiculous hysteria” and an 
attempt to smear the Ukrainian 
community. 

The 1986 report of the 
Deschenes Commission into war 
criminals living in Canada con¬ 
cluded the division should not be 
indicted as a group and said: 
“Charges of war crimes against 
members of the Galicia Division 
have never been substantiated.” 

But the report based its findings 
in part on the British assurances 
that members of the division had 
been investigated before being 
sent to Canada. 

Littman said the center is trying 
to compile a list of the names of 
division members allowed into 
Canada. 

The center does not believe that 
all of the 2,000 men that settled in 
Canada are guilty of war crimes, 
Littman said. But he said the gov¬ 
ernment must investigate them.

The body of a Palestinian man 
from Jerusalem, suspected by the 
Palestinian Authority of selling 
land to Israelis, was found shot 
twice in the head on a side road 
south of Ramallah yesterday. 

Internal Security Minister 
Avigdor Kahalani last night 
ordered police to give the murder 
investigation the highest priority. 

“This is a murder that was per¬ 
petrated by cowardly lowlifes, 
who killed an Israeli Arab ” said 
Kahalani. He added that signs in 
the murder lead to the PA. 

The murdered man, Mahmoud 
Ali Jamhour, 34, who lived in the 
capital’s Shuafat refugee camp, 
“was at the Ramallah police sta¬ 
tion at the beginning of last week 
and was told indirectly that what 
happened to land dealers like 
Farid Bashiti could also happen to 
him,” said Jerusalem police 
spokesman Shmuel Ben-Ruby. 

Ben-Ruby did not know whether 
Jamhour had gone to Ramallah 
voluntarily or was kidnapped. 

Bashiti. 70. also a Jerusalem res¬ 
ident and an Israeli citizen, was 
bludgeoned to death near 
Ramallah police station two 
weeks ago, a few days after PA 
Justice Minister Freih Abu 
Medein warned that Palestinians 
who sold land to Israelis were trai¬ 
tors and would be tried under a 
Jordanian law imposing the death 
penalty. 

Shai Bazak, the prime minister’s 
spokesman, was quoted on Israel 
Radio as saying, “Land dealers are 
being murdered with the open 
encouragement of senior figures in 
the Palestinian Authority. This 
•raises a question mark over the 
authority's readiness to maintain 
peaceful relations with Israel and 
human rights.” 

In addition to Bashiti and 
Jamhour, another man, Harbi Abu 
Sarah, from the Ramallah-area vil¬ 
lage of Beit Yabrud, was mur¬ 
dered, reportedly for selling land 
to Israelis. 

Palestinian human rights lawyer 
Khader Shkeirat of LAW, the soci¬ 
ety for the protection of human 
rights and the environment, reiter¬ 
ated his call “for the cancellation 
of the death penalty, and if there is 
any suspicion that someone sold 
land to Israelis he should be tried 
in an open, civil court." 

Jamhour’s body was dumped in 
area C. which is under full IDF 


security control, but military 
sources said the police are han¬ 
dling the investigation as a “crim¬ 
inal, not a security case.” 

After Jamhour’s body was 
found, police visited his home and 
took his wife for questioning in a 
bid to gather information about the 
background to the murder. Last 
night, Jerusalem police chief 
Cmdr. Yair Yitzhaki met with 
Judea and Samaria police and 
General Security Service repre¬ 
sentatives to discuss the case. 

The murder of Jamhour - the 
second Palestinian land dealer 
killed while nominally under 
Israeli security protection as an 
Israeli citizen or Jerusalem resi¬ 
dent with an Israeli ID card - fol¬ 
lows a warning by Abu Medein at 
a press conference in Ramallah 
last Tuesday that, “an Israeli iden¬ 
tity card will not protect land deal¬ 
ers from the Palestinian National 
Authority.” 

The murder also raises the possi¬ 
bility dial Israeli citizens living 
within the Green Line may be tar¬ 
geted in the same way. Abu 
Medein said two weeks ago that 
the PA opposed many land sales 
inside Israel, because the land was 
sold by unscrupulous relatives of 
the real owners who are refugees 
abroad, and who could thereby 
lose their claim for compensation 
or for the right to return in final 
settlement talks. 

He reiterated this point at the 
press conference and said the PA is 
gathering material on such land 
sales in the Galilee, Ramie, Lod, 
and the Negev. 

He also said he has a list of 200 
names drawn up by Jordan when it 
died Palestinian land dealers in 
absentia until four years ago. At 
least 18 people so far have been 
arrested for questioning about land 
sales, he said. 

Israel Television reported that 
Jamhour had sold a house in 
Jerusalem's mixed Jewish-Arab 
Abu Tor neighborhood to Elad, an 
organization that purchases houses 
belonging to Arabs in the 
Jerusalem area. 

In a PA cabinet meeting last 
month. Chairman Yasser Arafat 
called for action to be taken to pre¬ 
vent land sales to Jews. The cabi¬ 
net placed the ‘responsibility of 
preventing such sales on the secu¬ 
rity forces and the Justice 
Ministry.

The musician, identified only as 
a French horn player, is pan of an 
ensemble from the Berlin Opera 
here for a performance with the 
New Israeli Opera in Tel Aviv. 

The incident occurred when a 
group of German musicians was 
drinking in the hotel bar late 
Friday. What the bill was brought 
to their table. One of the musicians 
signed his name as “Adolf Hitler." 

Tzvika Spieze, manager of the 


Hasharon Hotel, complained t< 
the New Israeli Opera and said thi 
man was asked to leave the hotel 
Opera director Hanna Munitz toll 
Israel Radio she was shocked ani 
disgusted by the incident.

Aviv, a letter of apology from tin 
director of the Berlin Opera. Got 
Friedrich, was read to the audi 
ence.

US plans to help Israel at UN

NEW YORK - An American plan to help 
Israel get equal standing at the UN would 
boost Israel's cause by publicly exposing ~ 
and embarrassing - any Western nation dial 
opposes it. 

The pending US Foreign Policy Reform 
Act would require the State Department to 
routinely report the rationales mat Western 
countries used to block Israel’s admission to 
the European regional group at the UN. 

The geographical groups are the mecha¬ 
nisms used to conduct business at the UN, 
and are die system through which nations 
present candidates for the Security Council 
and the Economic and Social Council. Israel 
cannot gel a seal on these councils, because 
it is the only state that has been denied a 
place in the apparatus that first selects the 


candidates. 

A handful of Israelis hold high-level posi¬ 
tions in UN organizations where there are no 
geographical quotas. These are posts they 
earned as individual candidates, “in spire of 
being Israeli." 

Israel’s natural geographic affiliation 
would place it in the Arab group, which, in 
turn, is part of the Asian group. But a stale 
cannot be admitted to a group without the 
consent of all its members. That has left 
Israel oul 

Until Asia admits Israel into the dub, Israel 
should be part of the “Western European and 
Others" group, said David Peleg, Israel's 
charge d'affaires at the UN. 

The Western European bloc, whose “oth¬ 
ers" are Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand, also strikes Israel as its natural 
group - one that is based not on geography. 


bur on common interests and values. 

Section 1522 of the US Foreign Policy 
Reform Act, which is wending its way 
through the Congress, calls on the State 
Department to promote full equality for 
Israel at the UN by encouraging the members 
in the “Western Europe and Others" group to 
accept Israel 

The secretary of state would be expected to 
declare, every three months, what tire US bad 
done to secure Israel’s full and equal partici¬ 
pation, and specifically to report what the 
members of tire Western European group had 
told the US about Israel’s acceptance. 

This is expected to help overcome - by 
public embarrassment- some of the “we will 
if they wilT excuses that have stymied Israeli 
acceptance. On occasion, a state would say it 
was not opposed to Israel's admission, if 
nobody else was opposed, either. But each 


state has confidently relied on another 
unnamed member to be the naysayer. 

The Israel measure is a slice of a broader 
American plan to try to compel UN reform. 
Advocates say Israel’s exclusion is not 
Jerusalem’s problem, but tire UN’s problem. 
They reason that there is something struc¬ 
turally wrong with an organization that does 
not allow all its members to participate fully. 

Peleg declined to comment on the legis¬ 
lation, but he agreed with its premise. “It 
is the responsibility of die UN to ensure 
that its members are not discriminated 
against," he said last week. “Because 
Israel is the only UN member state which 
is not a member of a geographical group, 
there is a discrimination against Israel, 
and this runs contrary to tire principles 
enshrined of the UN charter speaking of 
universality of UN membership."

UNIFTL troops in south 
Lebanon have been harassed by 
Hizbullah gunmen in tire past few 
days, despite attempts by the UN 
to cool the situation. 

In at least two mock-execution 
incidents, Hizbullah gunmen 
pulled UN troops from their vehi¬ 
cles, disarmed them, and forced 
them to lie on the ground. The 
gunmen then pointed rifles to the 
soldiers' heads and pulled the trig¬ 
gers, but on empty chambers. 

The incidents came against a 
background of allegations by 
Hizbullah that the IDF intends to 
use UN vehicles in south 
Lebanon. 

UNIF1L spokesman Timor 
Goksel phoned Hizbullah's 
leader in southern Lebanon, 
Sheikh Nabil Kaouk. in an 
attempt to resolve t he s ituation. 
Kaouk said the UNlFlL troops 
had been stopped to make sure 
they were not “IDF soldiers in 
disguise." 

On Thursday, two vehicles with 
seve n Hi zbullah gunmen stopped 
a UNIFIL vehicle with two Polish 
soldiers, put guns to their heads, < 
forced them to lie on the ground, 
checked their identities and , 
destroyed the vehicle’s radio, a 1 
UNIFIL statement said. 

In another incident on Thursday, 
Hizbullah gunmen repeated the 
harassment against three Irish sol¬ 
diers in Tibnin , it said. 

A UNIFIL spokesman said 
Hizbullah appeared concerned by 
the recent import by a Lebanese 
businessman of a dozen second¬ 
hand trucks he bought from the 
UNDOF peacekeeping force on 
the Golan Heights. 

UNIFIL had explained that the 
trucks had been sold for scrap and 
bad nothing to do with Israel, but 
Hizbullah feared they might have 
been Used to infiltrate Israelis into 
south Lebanon, a Hizbullah 
spokesman said. 

“In all incidents. Hizbullah men 
said they wanted to check if there 
were Israelis in the vehicles," the 
UN statement said. 

The Hizbullah spokesman said: 
“T he f acts mentioned by the 
UNIFIL statement exaggerate the 
reality... What happened did not 
exceed precautionary measures 
taken by the resistance and inhab¬ 
itants to protect the liberated areas 
and civilians from any Z ionis t 
infiltration attempt in UNIFIL 
vehicles.

In ibis superbly succinct, mod¬

Leaders 
focused on the big cities. 

The main secular Socialist Forces Front 
(FFSJ urged about 5,000 supporters Friday 
in Algiers to elect its candidates, who want 
negotiations between the opposition, 
including the outlawed Islamic Salvation

Front (FIS), and the government. 

Prime Minister Ahmed Ouyahia. cam¬ 
paigning for the pro-government National 
Democratic Rally, told a gathering in 
Algiers that peace would come when secu¬ 
rity forces wipe out die guerrillas. 

About 60.000 people have died in 
Algeria's violence since early 1992, when 
the authorities cancelled a general election 
in which FIS had taken a commanding lead. 

Mahfoud Nahnah. leader of the Islamist- 
oriented Movement for a Peaceful Society, 
scheduled a rally yesterday in his strong¬ 
hold at Blida, 50 km south of Algiers, to 
hammer home his opposition to both hard¬ 
line Islamists and their secularist foes.

Oklahoma 
bomb jury 
deliberates 

DENVER (AP) - Jurors in the 
Oklahoma City bombing trial 
returned for a second day of 
deliberations yesterday after 
seven hours behind closed doors 
the day before. 

The jurors arrived at the court¬ 
house in two unmarked vans and 
were taken into the courthouse 
through an underground garage. 

In a church basement a~few 
blocks away, victims' relatives 
waited out the verdict. 

Jannie Coverdale, who lost two 
grandsons in the bombing, pre¬ 
dicted it wouldn't take jurors a 
long time to reach a decision. To 
pass time, she said. “I pray a lot. It 
won't be bad.” 

The seven men and five women 
on the jury appeared serious and 
tired at the end of Friday's deliber¬ 
ations, when US District Judge 
Richard Matsch told them not to 
talk about the case in the hotel 
where they have been sequestered 
for the trial. 

"It’s time to rest and relax - as 
best you can.” Maisch said, draw¬ 
ing smiles from some jurors. 

Timothy McVeigh, who could 
get the death penalty if convicted 
of murder and conspiracy in the 
blast, scratched his head and whis¬ 
pered to defense attorney Stephen 
Jones as the judge dismissed the 
jury for the nighL 
Earlier Friday, Matsch read out 
his jury instructions. "Under your 
oath as jurors, you are not to be 
swayed by sympathy.” he said. 

After the jury left the courtroom, 
McVeigh smiled, stood and shook 
hands with lawyers Rob Nigh and 
Christopher Tritico. 

Another of his lawyers, Jeraiyn 
Merritt, patted him on the back. 

Escorted by plainclothes mar¬ 
shals, the 29-year-old Gulf War 
veteran then walked out of the 
courtroom with his hands buried 
in the pockets of his khaki pants. 

For bombing survivors and vic¬ 
tims' relatives, the deliberations 
are the most anxious time since 
the aftermath of the April 1995 
blast that tore apart the Oklahoma 
City federal building and killed 
168 people. 

"Waiting for the jury to come 
back in Is going to be a little 
rough,” said Charles Tomlin, 
whose son, Ricky, died in the 
blasL 

Jurors will pore over hundreds 
of pieces of evidence introduced 
during the 22 days of testimony by 
138 prosecution witnesses and 25 
defense witnesses. 

In closing arguments, prosecu¬ 
tors contended McVeigh, enraged 
at the 1993 Branch Davidian raid 
near Waco, Texas, bombed the 
building in the hopes of sparking a 
second American Revolution. 

The defense argued McVeigh 
was the victim of a “rush to judg¬ 
ment.” 

The jury must decide on II 
counts, all of which carry the 
death penalty.

Kenyan troops beat reform protesters 


NAIROBI (Reuter) - Kenya 
security forces fought pitched 
battles with protesters yesterday 
and deployed thousands of heavi¬ 
ly armed troops after breaking up 
an opposition and church rally. 

A series of battles brought cen¬ 
tral Nairobi to a standstill as 
police and paramilitary units fir¬ 
ing teargas grenades and wielding 
clubs charged protesters opposed 


to President Daniel Arap Moi. 

Protesters smashed shop win¬ 
dows. stoned cars and burned a 
national flag after security forces 
fired teargas at around 2,000 peo¬ 
ple in centra] Uhuru Park as they 
started the rally with prayers. 

Police armed with automatic 
rifles in full riot gear, deployed 
downtown. Troops ringed parlia¬ 
ment and state-owned radio and 


television stations. 

“We are here to defy the illegal 
law called tire Public Order Act, 
because it is against the constitu¬ 
tion. which states that there is 
freedom of assembly and associa¬ 
tion,” opposition MP Martin 
Shikuku said at the rally. 

The National Convention 
Assembly (NCA). an umbrella 
for church leaders and opposition 


parties, called the rally to press 
for a minimum package of consti¬ 
tutional reform before elections 
later this year. 

Diplomats, human rights 
groups and opposition politi¬ 
cians accuse the Kenya govern¬ 
ment of deploying the Public 
Order Act on behalf of the ruling 
Kenya African National Union 
(Kanu) party.

A statement announced tire appointment of Singer and a Portuguese 
academic. Professor Jaime Reis of tire European Institute in Florence, as 
members of the three-man commission, headed by former president 
Mario Soares. 

The group will accompany the work of economic historian Jbaqirim 
Costa Leite, who was appointed last December by tire Bank of Portugal 
to investigate its gold dealings in tire years' 1937 to 1946. “ 

“The board of foe Bank believes that tire Commission's work will be 
fundamental to attaining tire goals of total transparency and historical 
clarification,” foe statement said. 

Neutral Portugal was the second largest buyer of gold from Germany 
after Switzerland during World War n, giving rise to suspicions that 
some of foe bullion bought was looted.

The powerful bomb exploded in die 
Capaiette district post office at 1:30 a.m., destroying the cus¬ 
tomer service area. Residents kilometers across town saud they 
heard the explosion. There was no claim of responsibility for the 
attack, but police said they suspected the Corsican National 
Liberation Front-Historic Branch. 

The blast came a day after a bomb destroyed the port terminal 
in Corsica's southern port of Propriano. 


Russian soldier kills 6 comrades 

CHITA, Russia (AP) - Police and army troops used combat 
vehicles this weekend to search for a Russian soldier who killed 
six of his comrades. 

PvL Yevgeny Gorbunov, who was drafted last year, shot an 
officer and five soldiers guarding military stores Thursday at his 
unit in Siberia, about 4,700 kilometers east of Moscow. The 
motive for the shooting was not known. Poor morale and under- 
funding in the Russian military have led to a series of shoodngs 
involving soldiers. Some of the recent incidents also have been 
blamed on severe hazing, a chronic problem for young recruits.

Korean rioters demand president quit 


SEOUL (AP) - Thousands of students 
demanding the president's resignation huried 
firebombs at police in street clashes yesterday 
that filled Seoul’s main streets with explosions 
and broken bottles. 

About 330 students were detained for ques¬ 
tioning in protests over the past two days, but 
219 of them were released. 

One student suffered a minor burn from a 
firebomb thrown by another student A 19- 
year-old student was hospitalized after show¬ 
ing symptoms of a heart attack during a rally 
late Friday. 

In his last year in office. President Kim 
Young-sam is struggling with his biggest polit¬ 
ical crisis yet 

Earlier this month, one of his sons was 
arrested on bribery charges. He himself faces 
opposition charges that he spent more than the 


legal limit on his 1992 campaign. 

On Friday, he offered a vague apology and 
urged people to leave the dispute behind to 
focus on more urgent national issues such as 
the slumping economy. 

But a day later, 12,000 students had taken to 
the streets, shaking metal pipes and chanting:

Several policemen were engulfed in flames 
but were quickly rescued by colleagues. 
More firebombs were thrown in several other 
clashes. 

Riot police lobbed volleys of tear gas to push 
back the students. But the students regrouped 
with more firebombs. Sporadic dashes contin¬ 
ued for hours.

Pfeulvast He seized her by her 
blouse and threw her to the 
ground,” the spokesman said. 

Television showed Le Pen pin¬ 


ning Peulvast against the wall. 

Le Pen called the spokesman’s 
comment “slanderous” and said he 
was suing him for slander. He ear¬ 
lier acknowledged he had “slight¬ 
ly pushed” individuals he said 
tried to prevent him from “walk¬ 
ing freely ” but he denied throw¬ 
ing any punches. “When I'm 
attacked. I’ve never been afraid of 
another man or even several at 
once,” he said. 

During the incident, protesters 
hurled insults, eggs and stones at 
Le Pen, who was shielded by a ring 
of police officers and bodyguards. 

The National Front accused 
Peulvast of heading “leftist bul¬ 
lies” and said Le Pen's daughter 
would launch legal action for vio¬ 
lence and hampering her election 


campaign. 

Le Pen sees himself as kingmak¬ 
er in the poll, but it could also 
spell the beginning of the end of 
his leadership. Under his brash 
direction, the xenophobic party 
won 15 percent in last Sunday’s 
First round, its best yet in a 
National Assembly election. 
Analysts say its voters will play a 
crucial role in the outcome of 
today's runoff. 

But a new generation of 
National Front leaders is seeking 
seats in parliament, and their suc¬ 
cess could soon eclipse Le Pen in 
national prominence. Pollsters 
predict the party will win at least 
one seat and perhaps as many as 
three in the assembly, where it 
now has none.

KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter) - 
Realizing the dream of its founders 
30 years ago, the Association of 
South East Asian Nations said yes¬ 
terday it would admit its last three 
members - Burma, Cambodia and 
Laos-in July. . 

Shrugging off international pres¬ 
sure to keep Burma beyond the pale, 
ASEAN chose long-term strategic 
considerations to bring the three into 
toe fold. 

"It was unanimous. There were no 
reservations on the part of any 
ASEAN member.” this year’s 
ASEAN chairman, Malaysian 
Foreign Minister Abdullah Badawi, 
told reporters. 

ASEAN, which comprises 
Brunei, Indonesia, Malaysia, toe 
Philippines. Singapore, Thailand 
and Vietnam, decided last year to 
admit all three some time tins year 

Burma hailed toe decision. 
“ASEAN's dream to become a 100 
percent regional organization will 
soon become a reality and.we all 
shall harmoniously work together to 
develop with much cooperation, 
coordination and understanding,” a 
government spokesman said. 

Washington earlier this month 
imposed sanctions on Burma. 

Asked if toe decision was a signal 
ASEAN would not tolerate pressure 
over membership, Badawi said: 
**We just made a decision oo what is 
best for ASEAN ” The group insists 
“constructive engagement’ with 
Burma's generals would keep that 
country on toe path toward democ¬ 
ratic and free-market refrains. 


Indonesia 
rulers 
accused 
of vote- 



JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) - 
Human rights activists stepped up 
claims of widespread fraud and 
manipulation yesterday in 
Indonesia’s tightly controlled 
political system, which delivered a 
landslide victory to the ruling 
party. 

A team of election monitors 
from the Asian Forum for Human 
Rights and Development accused 
the military of taking an active 
role in Thursday’s parliamentary 
poll and creating an "atmosphere 
of fear”at polling stations. 

Questions about the election’s 
integrity have been raised by other 
monitoring teams, a minority 
Muslim party and the US govern¬ 
ment. • 

Golkar, the party of President 
Suharto that has ruled for 31 
years, won almost three-quarters 
of the vote against two other par¬ 
ties allowed to run candidates for 
the largely ceremonial legislature. 

Under Indonesian law,'military 
personnel do not have the right to 
vote, but instead are represented in 
the 500-member parliament by 75 
army appointees. 

“We express grave alarm dot toe 
peoples of Indonesia should suffer 
violations of their scared right to 
vote freely without .fear or 
reprisal,” toe Bangkok-based 
forum said in a statement 

In Washington Friday, the State 
Department called on Indonesian 
authorities to investigate reported 
election abuses. • 

. “We .also believe Indonesia 
should move toward a political 
system in which die will of the 
people can be heard,” spokesman 
John Dinger said. 

About 130,000 police and sol¬ 
diers were depleted throughout 
Indonesia to maintain order on 
polling day after a riotous month¬ 
long election campaign left about 
300 people dead. 


In East Timor, where pre-elec¬ 
tion attacks killed as many as 22 
people, police said yesterday toe 
trmy has arrested 30 rebels, 
insurgents have been fighting for 
independence in toe former 
Portuguese colony since 1975.

Reichman. sitting in his indus¬ 
trial-building office in the 
Shattner Center of Jerusalem’s 
Givat Sbaul quarter, expects that 
if present trends continue, 
LiveLink will outgrow its 
premises and require additional 
staff. 

“We interview only about one 
in 50 who apply,” he notes. 
“There’s always a shortage of 
good people in this field, but 
we’re a good place to work, and 
we’ve had veiy little turnover.” 
Since LiveLink’s niche is 
unique, “there isn’t really a way 
people can train elsewhere to do 
what they have to do here, so we 
train those with the required 
knowledge.” 

What ties ahead? “The high- 
tech field is built on aggressive 
changes and improvements. My 
only fear in the long tenn is that 
people might say they’ve had 
enough, that what they have 
suits diem fine and they don’t 
want a new improved version. 
Vacuum cleaners, for example, 
haven’t changed in any signifi¬ 
cant way in decades because the 
way they are suits their use.” 

Nevertheless, in five years or 
so, Reichman “would like to 
believe the company will have a 
couple hundred million dollars 
in sales,” further boosting the 
good name of Israeli software 
entrepreneurs whose innova¬ 
tions have made Israel a world¬ 
wide name in the field.

Using a very imaginative multi¬ 
media technique, mixing text, pho¬ 
tographs, animation, sound and 
video, everything one could possi¬ 
bly want to know about space is 
hoe on die disk Particularly amus¬ 
ing are the cartoon-like icons of 
green space creatures that, when 
clicked, produce a video clip on the 
relevant subject 

The subject matter is very compre¬ 
hensive: if you click on the history 
button for the Earth, you win get the 
Jewish view on creation, with quotes 
from the Bible, followed by die 
viewpoints of the ancient Egyptians, 
die Indians and the Mayans. 

A separate button is a lexicon for 


over 100 different scientific terms - 
such as pulsars, supernova and spec¬ 
troscope, which are explained in 
clear language. The bibliography in 
each subject area offers sources of 
further information - unfortunately 
all of the books are in Hebrew, with 
no English sources - as well as the 
addresses of relevant Internet 
addresses. CET has its own Internet 
she, with a sub-site for this disk: 
http://ceUK.il/~science/space. 

This is a perfect model for teach¬ 
ing any academic subject in a seri¬ 
ous, comprehensive and enjoyable 
way. Although it’s meant for the 
home market, it could easily be used 
in school science classes. It’s a 


shame that CET has no plans to 
translate the disk into English, as it 
should certainly find a market 
among space-hungry American 
youngsters. 

The Mars disk teaches about tire 
mysterious red planet using much 
scientific material, but wrapping it 
up as a child’s adventure. The pro¬ 
gram opens with die p resentation of 
a Stonehenge-like circle of standing 
stones that come to life as 
humanoids living on Mars. This 
“council” urges die user to conduc 
rese arch about the planet and then 
report be- ;k wjtir information or. 
why cffth tng^are so eager to know 
more rj out Mars aiid how'“impor¬ 
tant” EtiitirisTh die universe. Even 
-without carrying out these assign¬ 
ments, the user has at his disposal a 
vast array of information. 

It starts by suggesting you collect 
a basketball, large and small orange, 
two marbles, two peas, one grain of 
rice and one tomato seed to visual¬ 
ize foe difference in sizes of the var¬ 
ious planets. 

The program, which uses very 
pleasant graphics but much less 
video material mid text than the 
CET disk, divides the subject 
among four historical periods: from 
400 BCE to 1930 CE, 1931 to 1970, 
1971 to 1991, and from then “to the 
future.” Information about all the 
astronomers, philosophers and sci¬ 
entists who have spoken or written 
about Mars are mentioned, as are 
superpower leaders tike John F. 
Kennedy and Nikita Khrushchev, 
whose space programs competed 
with each other. 

One very charming touch is die 
use of two red sneakers that must be 
clicked to get out of each section of 
the program: they click their heels 
together, exactly as Dorothy did 
wife her red shoes to escape from 
Oz and return home to Kansas. 


Running away with the color

W hy does the color in jeans leach out 
during washing? I always wash 
jeans by hand because l fear they 
will ruin all other clothes. Do the companies 
purposely make the color impermanent or is 
this type of color impossible to make perma¬ 
nent? Sherry, Jerusalem. 

Dr. Bina Zvilichovsky, director of the Israel 
Fiber Institute in Jerusalem, comments: 

The original color used to make blue jeans 
was indigo, which grows in India. I don’t 
know how stable it is. 

But today's fashion prefers that jeans look 
faded, so less-than-permanent colors and a 
stonewashing process are purposely used to 
make them lose color in the washing. I 
always wash blue jeans in the machine at up 
to 35 degrees Centigrade with colored 
clothes, but only after washing them at least 
three times by hand to remove the-excess 
dye. 

There is cloth called “jeans” that is not blue, 
but gray or brown cr another color. You can’t 
know in advance if their colors will leach out 
into die washing water, so treat them with cau¬ 
tion. 

I advise all consumers to be careful in their 
choice of washing detergent If you’re washing

colored clothes, never use detergents drat list 
bleaching agents on their label. Aik), never buy 
clothing without a tag listing the manufacturer.

When making a tiled floor, one can easily use 
triangles, rectangles andhexagons to cover die 
floor in a repeating pattern. But just tty a pen¬ 
tagon. It doesn’t work. Why? Onut, Outer. 

Prof. Amos Altshuler, dean of the science facul¬ 
ty at Ben-Gurion University of the Negev and a 
member of the mathematics department, explains: 

A patterned floor will work only with trian¬ 
gles, squares, rectangles and hexagons - each 
with equal sides - and no other geometric 
shape. A pentagon has 108 degrees in each 
angle. If you put their comers together, you 
wouldn't get 360 degrees (the meeting point of 
the angles is like the center of a circle) without 
leaving gaps. A hexagon has 120 degrees in 
each angle, a rectangle 90 degrees and a trian¬ 
gle 60, so these all fit perfectly by making mul¬ 
tiples that add up to 360 degrees.

T he late rains followed by hot 
days this winter and spring 
have caused an unusual pro- 
bteration of weeds and an unusual¬ 
ly high incidence of hay fever, 
according to allergy experts at 
Kupat Hotim Oalit’s Lin Clinic in 
Haifa. The clinic reports large 
numbers of patients — often more 
to 100 per day - seeking help for 
their allergies. Lin director Dn 
Reuven Brannstein said the 
increased amount of pollen from 
ragweed has been making a lot of 
people miserable in recent weeks. 

Hay-fever symptoms include 
nmny nose, sneering, itching in 
the nose and eats, eye infections- 
and skin rashes. Short-term respi¬ 
ratory problems called seasonal 
asthma are also among the com¬ 
plaints. The problem, says 
Brannstein, is exacerbated by ham- 
sin weather, when low clouds hold 
air pollution close to the ground. 

There are very effective drags 
for hay fever, and there is a pre¬ 
ventive vaccine that can be given 
after an acute attack ends. 
Sometimes the vaccine wears off, 
but in many cases it retains its pro¬ 
tective effect for years, be adds. 

LAWS ON DISK 
The national health -insurance 
law, which came into effect two- 
and-a-half years ago, and the 
patients* rights law, which was 
passed last year, are complicated 
documents full of fine print Now, 
a company called Economic 
Leverage LkL, based in Tel Aviv, 
has produced a computer diskette 


with the entire text of both laws. 

The diskette, which costs NIS 
99. is meant mainly for hospitals- 
and medical personnel — as well as 
citizens who want to know their 
rights. The Hebrew text can also be 
searched by subject. The national 
health insurance law text includes 
lists of drugs that health funds 
must supply at reduced cost. The 
pr o gra m is easy to install and user 
friendly. It can be ordered by call¬ 
ing (03) 691-3024 or 691 -2956. 

BETTER GAUCHER’S DRUG 
- Israel is the first country in the 
world that has started treating all 
of its Gaucher disease patients 
with a recombinant enzyme, pro¬ 
duced by genetic engineering. 
Genzyme, the US company with 
exclusive rights to the original 
enzymatic drug (known as 
Cenedase), has a representative 
here, Genzyme-Israel. The genetic 
disease, more common among 
Ashkenazi Jews, can cause 
swelling of the spleen and liver, 
anemia, fragile bones and severe 
disability in some patients, while 
others lave a milder form. 

Prof. An Zfrnran, bead of the 
national Gaucher’s di sease center 
at Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek 
Hospital explains flat Cerezyme, 
the genetically engineered drug, 
has a number of benefits over die 
natural enzyme: it’s safer, its sup¬ 
ply is not dependent an ibe collec¬ 
tion of placentas, from which 
Ceredase is extracted; and ihe 
treatment can be given once a 
week or two, and not three tirm^ a 
week, yet with the same efficacy as 
Ceredase. 
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Shame on Southeast Asia 


T he right of the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN) to admit whoev¬ 
er it likes into die club deserves respect, 
but its decision yesterday to admit Burma was 
extremely unfortunate. ASEAN made the prin¬ 
ciple of non-interference in its members’ inter¬ 
nal affairs a golden rule. With the admission of 
Burma, they have turned it into a golden calf (or 
better, perhaps, a golden ostrich) - all that is 
needed is uncritical worship of die mantra. 

Burma is not just another of those states with 
dubious internal practices or a shaky democra¬ 
cy. It is a vicious military dictatorship whose 
leaders are sworn enemies of democracy. It 
should stand alongside North Korea as a pariah 
among Asian nations. It will be the only state in 
the ASEAN group that actually held a democra¬ 
tic election and refused to allow the winners to 
take power. Not only that, it has since persecut¬ 
ed and imprisoned the democrats, and defied 
world outrage to keep caged the Nobel peace 
laureate, Aung San Suu Kyi. 

Despite the impending debate over its 
ASEAN membership, Burma in 1996 managed 
to turn in the worst ever record for human rights 
abuses, according to Amnesty International. 
That is a sure sign that ASEAN’s pursuit of the 
much discredited foreign policy of non-interfer¬ 
ence and ‘'constructive engagement” (which 
used to be called appease mem) will influence 
the despicable Burmese military junta not one 
whit 

The generals wilt bleat and comprain in the 
manner of all such regimes about Western plots 
and American interference. This is complete 
nonsense - the abuses of Burma against its own 
people are a special case. The world has as 
much right to complain about Burma in ASEAN 


as ASEAN (and Washington) would have a 
right to complain about Serbia in the European 
Union. Laos and Cambodia were also admitted 
to ASEAN yesterday. No one would claim these 
two states live up to stable democratic or eco¬ 
nomic standards yet - but no one criticized 
ASEAN's decision. Indeed, Cambodia and Laos 
are to be applauded and welcomed into partner¬ 
ship with their neighbors - Indonesia, Malaysia, 
Singapore, Thailand, Brunei, the Philippines, 
and Vietnam - in the 30-year-old forum. It 
shows how far they have come, and their enthu¬ 
siasm for a bright new future. 

In Burma’s case it would appear that econom¬ 
ic expediency and a desire to bring all 10 
Southeast Asian stales into the forum on its 30th 
anniversary have prevailed over good judgment 
ASEAN was grossly wrong to disregard a fer¬ 
vent appeal from Suu Kyi to exclude Burma. 
After all. she is the leader of die party that won 
the 1990 elections which the Burmese tyrants 
have since refused to borior. 

Even as she made a smuggled video this week 
to appeal to the ASEAN leaders, the military 
usurpers were incarcerating 300 of her support¬ 
ers. 

"‘What the people of Burma risk is die possi¬ 
bility that admission into ASEAN will make the 
regime even more obdurate and oppressive than 
ever,” said Suu Kyi She should know. In ignor¬ 
ing her appeal, the ASEAN leaders have reject¬ 
ed democrats in favor of despots. In making this 
shameful capitulation to the strong-arm brig¬ 
ands of Rangoon, they have tainted their 
admirable anniversary celebrations. 

The imprisoned democrats in the jails of 
ASEAN’s newest member will have little to cel¬ 
ebrate. In this decision, neither does ASEAN. 


Might of the generals 


I t would be hard to imagine a local newspa¬ 
per story from Israel, Britain, or Canada, that 
casually began “the country’s top generals 
today quizzed the prime minister behind closed 
doors on how well he was following their orders 
to curb his policies.” That was the news agen¬ 
cies’ main story out of Turkey yesterday, and it 
will scarcely raise an eyebrow here, in Europe, 
or in North America. It just goes to show how 
relative a term is die word “democracy” when a 
powerful ally is involved. 

Turkey’s military leaders are the uncompro¬ 
mising guardians of the secular legacy of Kemal 
Ataturk. the founder of the modem nation 
whose name for decades has had a mystical 
patriotic power. A prime minister questioning 
die basic tenets of the Ataturk legacy is danger¬ 
ous nonsense, thinks the military; yet this is 
what Prime Minister Necmettin Erbakan has 
dared to suggest He has raised the profile of 
Islam in public life by attempting to Lslaniicize 
the education system, and by being nice to rad¬ 
ical Moslem Arab states and hostile to Israel. 

The monthly, meetings of the powerful 
National Security Council, made up of both mil¬ 
itary and government leaders, increasingly have 
become preoccupied with first asking, now 
demanding, of Erbakan exactly what he is up to 
and, whatever it is. to stop it Erbakan and his 
Islamic Welfare Party have nodded, made trite 


noises of reassurance to the media, and gone 
right ahead with ignoring the strident warnings 
from the military. In so doing, Erbakan is play¬ 
ing with a fire which, if ignited, might take a 
decade to put ouL 

Erbakan has broken a taboo in TUrkish society 
that will have long-term repercussions. As the 
secretary-general of the Security Council said 
yesterday after an especially tense meeting, 
TUrkey has been the only country in the whole 
Moslem world to have achieved frill secularism. 
“A secular society, a secular educational system 
are basic tenets of national security.” He could 
have said also that Turkey is the only Moslem 
state to have become a democracy good enough 
to warrant the stringent scrutiny of the 
European Union as a candidate member. 

The message is - total democracy and potential 
EU membership may be die political mountain 
top, but even they wilt be sacrificed for national 
security. And national security equals the securi¬ 
ty of secularism. The generals are right about 
Ataturk‘s revolutionary concept and achieve¬ 
ments. They would be wrong to conclude that a 
military coup would be die way to safeguard 
them. Turkey under a military coup is scarcely 
more palatable than Turkey under Islamic funda¬ 
mentalists. They must be patient and hope, like 
Turkey’s democratic allies, that Erbakan will go 
quietly in July as he has promised.

JEWISH SOURCES 


Sir, - Professor Joseph Dan’s 
article concerning the presumed 
appropriation of Jewish sources by 
haredim (May 16) is a written ver¬ 
sion of the acrimonious polemic in 
which he engaged when he abused 
die privilege of representing the 
Israel Prize awardees by making 
highly partisan and controversial 
remarks. In the same edition of die 
Post, Amotz Asa-EI, in a discus¬ 
sion of a political issue, concurs 
with his analysis (in which he 
refers to Prof, Dan’s conclusions 
as a “lamentation”). 

Prof. Dan’s assumption that 
Israel has an “intensely secular 
majority” is belied by a number of 
reliable surveys indicating that the 
overwhelming majority (greater 
than 80 percent) is composed of die 
religious, the traditional and those 
who want the nation to reflect its 
Jewish character and origins. 

Prof. Dan correctly asserts that 
Judaism has come to be regarded 


by the secular as antagonistic to 
contemporary culture. Asa-El cor¬ 
rectly maintains that die secular no 
longer possess the tools with 
which to communicate with con¬ 
temporary religious Israel as did 
the founders of the state. This is 
because the founders had internal¬ 
ized their Judaism as it was taught 
to them as a way of life. Many 
chose to revolt against it, but none 
considered it a subject to be evalu¬ 
ated and analyzed dispassionately 
as a specimen in a university labo¬ 
ratory. To the modem secular, 
Judaism is no more than a culture 
whose rich and ancient source lit¬ 
erature carries the same obligatory 
importance and relevance to 
modernity as, say, Shakespeare 
does to the English. 

Certainly, in a pluralistic society, 
this is a legitimate position. 
However, one of the most serious 
consequences of this viewpoint is 
that it can result in a dangerous 


attrition of the national will. In a 
book explaining the Arab loss in 
die Six Day War, The Pillars of the 
Disaster , Dr. Salah-A-Din 
Munajjid, a Syrian scholar, wrote 
that the Jews, unlike die Arabs, 
“have a religious belief that drives 
them towards progress, study, 
power and superiority which is 
lacking among us, and especially 
so. since some of our diinkers and 
educated people want to remove 
religion and blot it out from our 
lives.” A lot has changed in die last 
30 years, but the religious signifi¬ 
cance of die Jewish State remains 
a firm basis for the belief in the 
justice of our cause that sustains 
us in our struggle for survival in a 
hostile environment To reduce 
Judaism to nothing more til an an 
interesting ethnic culture could be 
fatal.

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See the poor get poorer 


M ore than 130 worried and 
angry residents of public 
housing from across 
Jerusalem gathered last week in 
the Katamonim. 

They came to challenge the 
Netanyahu government's recent 
announcement that it would priva¬ 
tize the management of 5,000 
units of public housing, ostensibly 
as a pilot project 
They also learned about a com¬ 
mittee currently meeting in secret 
to investigate the outright sale of 
their homes. The tenants respond¬ 
ed with a vocal rally outside the 
Jerusalem Internationa] 

Conference Center last Monday, 
while the prime minister 
addressed an anti-poverty confer¬ 
ence inside. 

While plans for the sale of El Al 
and other state enterprises are rel¬ 
atively open and involve consulta¬ 
tion with the workers, the govern¬ 
ment's intentions for the human 
services are masked in secrecy, 
contrary to the practice in the 
West. Here it appears that resi¬ 
dents of public housing do not 
warrant consideration regarding 
decisions affecting their future 
lives. 

Overall, Israel has a high rate of 
home ownership, about 80 per¬ 
cent. But there are also 150,000 
units of public housing, accom¬ 
modating some 200,000 individu¬ 
als, many of them elderly, with the 
remainder largely single parents, 
large families, and people with 
disabilities. 

These units are mixed in with 
privately-owned apartments, 
almost always in poor neighbor¬ 
hoods, although there are no pub¬ 
lic housing “ghettos" as are found 
in Britain and the US: 

The queue to enter public hous¬ 
ing - especially in the center of 
the country and the major cities - 
is long, because of the high cost 
and low vacancy rate in the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Governments privatize for two 
reasons: ideological (a belief sys¬ 
tem regarding the government's 
proper role) and economic (the 
argument that- die private sector 
does it. better or cheaper). 

Ideological justifications are not 
really relevant here, as few if any 
voters chose the Likud (or 
Binyamin Netanyahu) because of 
privatization. In feet, the current 
agenda merely follows the direc¬ 
tions previously set by the Labor

Party. 

There has never been a full, 
open debate about the desirability 
of privatization, and many MKs 
have serious reservations. The 
Treasury, however, presses on. 
seemingly unaware that selling El 
Al is not comparable to privatiz¬ 
ing public housing. 

Privatized management of pub¬ 
lic housing means a private 1 aud¬ 


io use some of the new revenue 
for repairs and upkeep, but scruti¬ 
ny is difficult, and money can eas¬ 
ily be funnelled off. If the landlord 
can’t raise more revenue, then 
he’ll have to lower costs. 

Public housing is currently a 
“closed loop.” Funds available for 
repairs and upkeep are determined 
by rents generated; after privatiza¬ 
tion, this fixed pool will be shared 
between profit and repairs. There 
will be even less money to fix the 
leaky roof or pay the workers.

lord has responsibility for collect¬ 
ing rent, and for repairs and main¬ 
tenance, while simultaneously 
making a profit 

Since profit equals revenue 
minus costs, the landlord makes 
money by either increasing 
income (raising rents) or lowering 
costs (typically, reducing upkeep). 

Public housing residents are 
inevitably poor, so there are limits 
to revenue enhancement. Rents 
can be collected more aggressive¬ 
ly, but one cannot send in thugs to 
shake down frail seniors. 

Residents can be evicted for 
non-payment of rent, which rarely 
occurs now, but no one wants to 
see large-scale homelessness. 

Undoubtedly, a private land¬ 
lord’s first act would be to call for 
increased rents. 

National Insurance Institute 
payments might go up in 
response, a direct transfer of 
money from the Treasury to the 
fortunate landlords, with no clear 
evidence of public gain. But pub¬ 
lic spending would go up, directly 
contrary to the Treasury's central 
priorities, so Nil benefits would 
be unlikely to rise. 

If rents go up and welfare does 
not, families on fixed incomes 
will have Jess to spend on crucial 
needs such as child nutrition and 
health care, inevitably leading to 
greater long-term costs for the 
families themselves and society at 
large. 

The landlord will surely promise 


PERHAPS private management is 
merely a step along the road to a 
more insidious secret agenda - 
disposing of public bousing 
entirely. 

If property managers permit 
premises to deteriorate sufficient¬ 
ly. eventually even poor residents 
with no alternatives may have to 
leave. 

The property will become freed 
of the incumbent tenants, ready 
for redevelopment and sale in tire 
private market. Huge windfall 
gains will accrue to the managers, 
and many poor people will lack 
housing. 

All in all. this is hardly an attrac¬ 
tive short-term scenario for die 
landlord: The buildings them¬ 
selves are run down, die income- 
enhancing possibilities are limit¬ 
ed, and the residents, who cannot 
be easily evicted, are poor. They 
often have substantial social 
needs. 

But there is a much more entic¬ 
ing, if longer-term, prospect for 
the private property manager 
huge profits through conversion to 
middle-class housing. 

Here, we will see no shortage of 
loyal party supporters ready to 
take public housing off the gov¬ 
ernment’s hands. 

And, regrettably, everyone else 
will pay for these huge windfall 
gains, arrived at through increased 
homelessness and an even lower 
quality of life for the most vulner¬ 
able among the population.

Y ossi Beilin has announced

The concept of a shadow cabi¬ 
net, as practiced in the ' British 
parliamentary system, has- some 
real virtues. It is a training ground 
for potential cabinet ministers, 
and serves as a platform from 
which to launch alternate policy 
initiatives to those being offered 
by the government. 

But applying die concept within 
the structure of the Israeli parlia¬ 
mentary system poses some real 
problems, which make its success 
doubtful. 

first, the British shadow cabi¬ 
net operates within the broader 
concept of a loyal opposition (the 
emphasis being on loyal). 

TTie loyal opposition may differ 
strongly with the government's 
policies. Its response is to offer 
constructive alternate policies, 
and to present them as'bSls for 
consideration by parliament The 
audience for the loyal opposition 
is the British electorate, who will 
decide the outcome of die next 
election. 

The loyal opposition focuses its 
principal response to the govern¬ 
ment on issues, nor on personali¬ 
ties. It respects die current minis¬ 
ters, who are serving in response 
to an electoral mandate, and 
expects fee same respect from the 
loyal opposition when die elec¬ 
torate dictates a change of gov¬ 
ernment. 

The recent changeover in 
Britain’s government bears wit¬ 
ness to the soundness of the sys¬ 
tem.

ISRAEL has no operational loyal 
opposition. Here, personal invec¬ 
tive dominates parliamentary 
debate. 

One rarely sees the ideas of fee 
opposition presented in legisla¬ 
tive form for consideration by the 
Knesset The object of opposition 
rhetoric is all too often to delegit- 
imize ministers through personal 
attacks. 

This, unfortunately, has charac¬ 
terized every Knesset since fee 
foundation of the state.

The whole idea of serving as a 
minister in a shadow cabinet is to 
step up and assume the same port¬ 
folio when fee government 
changes. One who serves for 
some time as a shadow minister 
and is then denied fee prize will 
rightly feel embittered and 
estranged from the new govern¬ 
ment In die process, fee support 
of good, experienced people for 
the government will be lost 

Even wife fee best of will, 
under the present Israeli parlia¬ 
mentary system the prime minis¬ 
ter does not have fee power nec¬ 
essary to distribute portfolios to a 
“shadow cabinet” in fee way a 
British prime minister does. Not 
even the direct election of fee 
prime minister has changed this 
basic fact This makes fee forma¬ 
tion of a shadow cabinet counter¬ 
productive.

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How green 
was my 
Rehovot? 
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F or most of us, wildlife photography 
conjures up images of big cats on 

African savannas or tbe incandescent 

colors of exotic birds in the Amazon jungle. 
And we am conditioned to see intrepid pho¬ 
tographers behind lenses as long as artillery 
pieces, lying in wait, ready to “hag" their 
prey in a click of time. 

But to photograph wildlife does not nec¬ 
essarily mean going to the ends of tbe earth 
or investing thousands in equipment The 
animal kingdom is as nearby as an open 
window or a small patch of garden, and 
your point-and-shoot 35 mm. camera is line 
for many subjects. And interestingly, the 
more you look, die more you will see. 

Here in Jerusalem, on our traditional 
Shabbat walk, we recently spotted a nice¬ 
sized box turtle crossing the road. Further 
afield, in the Hinnom Valley we watched the 
fascinating behavior of goats standing pre¬ 
cariously on their hind legs to reach an 
arboreal lunch of olive-branch leaves. 

When the starlings in their thousands 
come to town in winter, they make classic 
photos roosting on the television aerials 
across the road. And the ducks and swans 
swimming in the pond at Jerusalem’s 
Botanical Gardens are another accessible 
subject for the amateur wildlife photograph¬ 
er. 

Good reflexes, patience, planning and 
perseverance are essential to wildlife pho¬ 
tography because roost animals are skittish 
and fast Semi-wild street cats, as a domes¬ 
tic example, generally run away at the first 
sound of human presence. 

Good animal pictures capture characteris¬ 
tic poses, showing the face and eyes. 
Assuming you get close, but the subject is 
turned away or, perhaps, busy preening, try 
attracting its attention with a low whistle or 
soothing animal noise. 

There is nothing illegitimate about bring¬ 
ing an animal in range with an offering of 
food or water. Israeli nature photographer 
Yossi Eshbol, who for tbe past 20 years has 
painstakingly studied local animal habits 
and habitats, sometimes builds “working 
, relationships” with his subjects. 

Learning about a nimal behavior in order 
to know when to go out and where to find 
your subjects is important Wild animals. 
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Swans in convoy, aphotograph anyone can take with a point-and-shoot camera 




(David Bouncr) especially those in our hot climate, are most 


active in the early morning or late after¬ 
noon, when, incidentally, die light is softer 
and more flattering. 

Animals congregate wherever there is 
water. On the hanks of tbe Jordan River, 
I’ve seen a huge porcupine, and die blue- 
feathered kingfisher. Or if you happen to 
live near the seaside or in a port city, you’ll 
find tbe sea gulls gathering where fishermen 
are casting or the boats come in. 

One problem with wildlife photography is 
the protective coloration of many animals 
that blends in with the background. In an 
encounter with a herd of ibex near Mitzpe 
Ramon, I found that the animals matched 
die drabness of the desert so well that there 
was little contrast. 

In such situations, the photographer 
should try to find an angle that will silhou¬ 
ette the animal against the sky, or attempt to 
get close enough to fill the frame with die 
subject Move slowly, or sit motionlessly 
and wait Sometimes the animal’s natural 
curiosity will surprisingly bring it closer to 
you. 

Zoos and game reserves are controlled 
environments where one can gain excellent 
wildlife photography experience. The 
Jerusalem Zoo, the Safari Park at Ramat 
Gan and the alligator form in die Hamat 
Gader resort are three good attractions in 
Israel where there are not even any bars to 
impede clean shots. 

Though, as we said at the outset, one 
doesn't need a whole gadget bag foil of 
equipment to get good wildlife shots, it goes 
without saying dial a single-lens reflex 
(SLR) camera with a 100-300 mm. fixed 
telephoto lens or an equivalent zoom will 
greatly improve your animal photography. 

Long lenses have two major disadvan¬ 
tages. First, depth of field (what is in sharp 
focus) becomes very shallow with wider 
apertures. Secondly, the bulkier, heavier 
telescopic lens is hard to hold steady. A tri¬ 
pod and a cable release solve both prob¬ 
lems, thus ensuring sharpness and quality. 

Last but not least, anyone who tries wild- 
animal photography, at whatever level, 
should be prepared to expect failures. As 
one professional writes, “1 have made more 
exposures than 1 care to remember of birds 
without wings or beads, and many others 
hopelessly out of focus.” But when you get 
it right, there’s nothing more satisfying than 
capturing animals on film. 


S omewhere along the 
fress’n’dress strip of Herzl 
Street in Rehovot, a rotund, 
bearded jeweler named Aharon 
Meir talks obsessively, passion¬ 
ately, about a color.

It’s not that bad, really: any 
time Meir gets the urge to see

foliage, he can walk a block and 
gape through the window of the 
florist.

A con¬ 
sortium of locals, the 
Rehovoti’im, has banded together 
to do something about it; and, says 
one group activist. Yehuda Efroni, 
it has the sympathies of two city 
councillors, Yisrael Azrieli and 
Rabbi Mosbe Buxboim. 

According to studies done in 
American urban centers, “an area 
the size of central Rehovot must 
have 300-400 dunams of green- 
land," says Efroni. 

“All we have left now is one 
[34-dunam] plot.” 

And that's about to vanish too. 
The city has decided to build on 
this last refuge: five 15-stoiy 
apartment blocks. 

That galvanized a dozen out¬ 
raged residents to acL 
Responding directly to the 
municipality’s hunger for green - 
as in money, that is - the 
Rehovoti’im came up with an 
alternative. 

“We offered a solution: that 
public money could purchase the 
plot to keep tbe park intact,” 
Efroni says. 

The municipality did not think 
much of the idea. 

“The mayor said, ‘OK, for $25 
million you can have it.’" Meir 
snorts derisively. “Twenty-five 
million!” 

“Maybe we should ask the UN 
to debate the matter,” injects a 
man browsing in his shop. 

Efroni, a former city councillor, 
explains that half the plot was 
leased to the city in 1948 by 


want to see Rehovot as a village. 

“This is a matter of progress 
versus stagnation." 

Bookay admits the center is 
overdeveloped, but that’s the 
fault of former mayor Sbmuel 
Rechtman - whose dealings with 
developers in the 1970s landed 
him in jail for three years. 

“Twenty-two gardens were 
built in the center in the last two 
years,” says Bookay, “but this 
isn’t enough for them, they say 
die gardens are too small." 

This matter has been in the 
courts for 10 years, he says. “If 
we wanted to build a park there, 
we’d have to give Maccabi $8 
million, and a park would cost 
another $3 million. We don’t 
have that kind of money. 

“Everybody approved the 
plans, everybody but two of 21 
councillors and these 
Rehovoti’im. I don’t see them 
doing anything positive for the 
city, all they do is sit around and 
get passersby to sign petitions." 

Even in the unlikely event of a 
victory, the activists have already 
lost a lot of ground. No building 
will be tom down to put up a tree. 

Over where tbe old bus station 
used to be, resident Edythe 
Friedlander casts a forlorn look at a 
new building. “There was a bit of 
grass here, and some park benches. 
It was a nice, quiet spot where die 
old men used to come and sit, get 
some sun, talk politics. For some of 
them, this was a precious spot, their 
only reason for getting up in the 
morning and getting out of the 
house. You don’t see those old peo¬ 
ple anymore, anywhere. They have 
nowhere to go."

Utah to West crown

HOUSTON (AP) - Finally, the 
Utah Jazz can be called finalists. 

After three failures in the 
Western Conference finals in the 
previous five years, John Stockton 
made a buzzer-beating 3-poimer 
from 25 feet to give Utah a dra¬ 
matic 103-100 victory over the 
Houston Rockets in Game 6 
Thursday night. 

It ended Utah's cycle of losing 
its biggest games and allowed the 
Jazz to achieve the one accolade 
that has eluded them throughout 
their history. 

This rime, they are mily champi¬ 
onship contenders. 

And almost all the credit goes to 
Stockton. 

Stockton's winning shot capped 
Utah’s comeback from a seven- 
point deficit over die final two 
minutes and set off a wild celebra¬ 
tion at midcoun by the Jazz, who 
became the first road team to win 
a game in the series. 

"I want to savor what we've 
accomplished so far,” Stockton 
said. “First thing tomorrow, we’ll 
start preparing for the Bulls” 

Game l of the NBA finals is 
tonight at Chicago. 

It will be the first trip to the 
championship round for every 
member of the Jazz, from future 
Hall of Famers Stockton and Karl 
Malone, with a combined 25 years 
of NBA experience, to veterans 
Jeff Homacek (11 years), Antoine 
Carr (13 years) and the rest of 
Utah's role players. 

Even Jerry Sloan, the most 
tenured coach in the NBA after 
nine years with the Jazz, will be 
going to the final round for the 
first time. He never made it in 11 
years as a player or in three sea¬ 
sons as coach of the Chicago Bulls 
front 1979-82. 

This was Utah’s fourth trip to 
die conference finals in six years, 
and the Jazz had earned a reputa¬ 
tion as a team that couldn't win 
the big game. They lost to 
Portland in 1992, to Houston in 


1994 and to Seattle last season. 

But Stockton put an end to that 
history by taking over the game in 
the final quarter - especially the 
final two minutes. He finished 
with 25 points and 13 assists in his 
best game of the series, with 15 of 
his points coming in the final 12 
minutes. 

Houston took a 98-91 lead with 
2:02 left on two foul shots by 
Charles Barkley, but Bryon 
Russell answered with his third 3- 
pointer of the night to pull Utah 
within four. 

Stockton drove the lane for an 
almost uncontested layup with 
1:22 left, then recovered a loose 
ball in the lane after Clyde Drexler 
lost control. Stockton took it all 
die way in for a layup that tied the 
game at 98-all with 1:03 left 

Barkley made two more free 
throws with 32 second remaining, 
and the Jazz called an isolation 
play for Stockton. Dribbling 1-on- 
1 against veteran Sedale Threatt, 


he went right past him and scored 
on a leaner in the lane to tie the 
game with 22.4 left. 

That allowed Houston to set up 
for the last shot and the Rockets 
ran a clear-out for Drexler, who 
was having his best game since 
mid-January. Drexler dribbled the 
clock inside five seconds, m3de a 
spin move and missed an off-bal¬ 
ance runner from 12 feet. 

Malone rebounded and the Jazz 
called timeout and set up the final 
play with just over two seconds 
left. Russell inbounded to 
Stockton, who found himself wide 
open as Malone screened Mario 
Elie - Stockton’s defender - away 
from the play. 

Stockton calmly took a step for¬ 
ward, cocked the ball above his 
right shoulder and let fly a 3-poim¬ 
er that was all net 

“When it left his hand, it looked 
like it was good,” Malone said. “I 
thought it was good when it left... 
I’m so proud of these guys. We 


said we wanted to win it here. It 
makes it that much sweeter 
because they’ve knocked us out a 
couple of times.” 

Stockton threw his arms in the 
air, danced in a circle to midcourt 
and jumped up and down as his 
teammates mobbed him in a joy¬ 
ous celebration that shocked the 
sellout crowd in The Summit 

Sloan, a former Bulls player and 
coach, admitted he hadn't given 
much thought to playing against 
his former team. 

“I never thought we’d ever get 
there,” he said. “It’s been a long 
road to get back to that situation. 
I’ve been fortunate. I’ve got great 
guys to work with." 

And at least two members of the 
Rockets said the Finals will not be 
a walkover for the Bulls. 

“TheyTl represent the West 
well," coach Rudy Tomjanovich 
said. “They’re no fluke, they’re 
the real deal. They have a chance 
to win, and I’ll root for them." 


Hingis, Seles, Chang j. 
advance at French Open 

Grand Slam eludes Sampras yet again g. 


PARIS <AP) - Following a day 
of major upsets, top-ranked 
Martina Hingis rooted her teen¬ 
age rival Anna Koumikova 6-1,6- 
3 in 42 minutes-yesterday to reach 
the fourth round of the French 
Open. 

With No. I Pfete Sampras, 
Thomas Muster and Jana Novotna 
ousted Friday, two lower seeds 
joined the exodus yesterday - 
Wayne Ferreira and Brenda 
Schuitz-MeCarthy. 

Second-seeded Michael Chang 
moved into the fourth round when 
his opponent, Stephane Simian, 
retired with a groin injury in the 
second set 

Chang was up 6-1,5-2, when the 
Frenchman quit after 59 minutes. 
Champion in 1989 when he was 
17, Chang remains the highest 
seeded man left in the tournament. 

Monica Seles, a three-time 
champion, stormed into the fourth 
round by beating Nathalie Tauziat 
6-0, 6-1 in 51 minutes. 

But Ferreira, the I3th-seeded 
South African, withdrew because 
of an ankle injury, allowing his 
opponent, Petr Korda, to advance 
without having to play. 

Two former champions from 
Spain, Sergi Bruguera and 
Arantxa Sanchez Vicario, also 
breezed into the fourth round, 
along with Mary Pierce. 

Hingis, a 16-year-old Swiss sen¬ 
sation who is still unbeaten this 
year, demolished the 15-year-old 
Russian, who is No. 47 in the 
world and who still doesn't play a 
full schedule. 

Having already beaten 
Koumikova twice in junior tour¬ 
naments, Hingis was by far the 
more mature player in their first 
Grand Siam showdown. 

The first set lasted only 17 min¬ 
utes as Hingis toyed with her 
opponent

tonight at the United Center. 

“I don’t think you want to put loo much emphasis on foal because when 
we won in ‘91, that was the same scenario," Jordan said Friday. “We had 
never won. We had never been into foe finals. We played against a team foal 
was very experienced, foe Lakers, and yet we won in five."

Dollar closes volatile week higher 


NEW YORK - The dollar Friday closed a 
volatile week higher against the German mark, 
bolstered by concern about plans for a single 
European currency, a rebound in US stocks and 
comments from a key US financial official. 

A proposal by the German government to 
revalue the Bundesbank’s currency and gold 
reserves sparked a fierce debate this week 
between government and central bank officials. 

The government wants the revaluation in 
order to free up cash that can be used to slash 
Germany’s budget deficit and help the nation 


qualify for the proposed single European cur¬ 
rency. or “Euro." But the Bundesbank has 
objected strenuously to the revaluation, saying 
it infringed on the bank’s independence. 

On Friday, Bundesbank council member 
Reimut Jochimsen said the government’s plans 
to revalue currency and gold reserves marked a 
"dramatic conflict” with the central bank that 
must be played out fully in public. 

On Friday the dollar soared toward 1.71 marks 
before retreating. In late New York trading 
Friday, the dollar fetched 1.7061 marks, up from 


1.6965 marks Thursday. The dollar inched up to 
116.28 Japanese yen from 116.18 yen. 

The dollar climbed to 1.4142 Swiss francs 
from Sfr 1.4105, but fell to Canadian SI 3783 
from C$13805. The British pound edged up to 
$1.6405, compared with $1.6403. 

Further support for the dollar emeiged in 
comments by William McDonough, president 
of the New Yak Federal Reserve Bank. In 
response to a question at the World Forex 
Conference in Toronto, McDonough said a 
strong dollar is in the interest of the US.

Dow reverses seU-off 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - Blue chip 
stocks, sent into a tailspin earlier 
Friday after a profit warning from 
semiconductor giant Intel Carp., 
erased a sharp decline to close near¬ 
ly unchanged. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
closed up 0.86 points to 7331.04, 
reversing a seU-off dial pushed the 
blue chip index down as much as 88 
points in early trading. The Dow 
index fell 14.87 points far die week. 

The technology-heavy Nasdaq 
composite index was unable to 
overcome the Intel hurdle, and 
slipped 2.72 points to 1,40032. For 
*e week, the Nasaq index rase 
10.60 points.

“The entire market is so strong, it 
was able to turn itself around in a 
broad-based rally.

The 30-stock blue chip average 
drew strength from banks and finan¬ 
cial companies, which rallied in tan¬ 
dem with bands. 

Stocks tumbled at the opening 
after news that Intel, the worid’s 
largest maker of computer chips and 
a technology bellwether, said it 
expected its second-quarter rev¬ 
enues and earnings to fell short of 
expectations. 

The news was especially shock¬ 
ing because Intel is known for 
consistently beating Wall Street’s 
estimates and because it came 
just one day after Nike Inc. said it 
also expected weak quarterly 
earnings. 

After the initial scare, bargain 
hunters stepped in. By late trading, 
the Dow had crossed back into pos¬ 
itive territory and rose about 40 
points before sealing back. 

“The circumstances have been

ripe for whippy action, so when you 
get a news event it can give you a 
sharp push up or down. But without 
heavier volume or broader partici¬ 
pation, foe sustainability isn’t 
there," said Gregory Nie, technical 
analyst at Gyeren Securities* 

One analyst warned that foe stock 
market has so much good news built 
into it, some earnings disappoint¬ 
ments have to be expected. 

“We’ve had such a run. Over time, 
the market has to pause because the 
backdrop is that the economy is 
slowing. The incredible gains have 
to be tempered,’’ said. Chris 
Dickerson, analyst at Global Market 
Strategists Inc! 

Intel, which fell as low as 140, 
closed down 12-17/64 to 151-1/2 on 
very heavy volume of 573 million 
shares, the second heaviest trading 
session in foe company's history, it 
came in sixth place for foe greatest 
volume in an individual stock in a 
single session. That record is held 
by Comparator Systems Corp. 
Some 177.7m. Comparator shares 
changed hands on May 7, 1996, 
according to foe Nasdaq. 


If small stocks look 
like bargains, maybe 
there’s a reason 


NEW YORK (AP) - For those 
kicking themselves for not jump¬ 
ing into the market before foe big 
rebound, it’s tempting to scav¬ 
enge for some lingering bar¬ 
gains, particularly in the long- 
suffering small-stock sector. 

Indeed, even with six straight 
record highs through Friday, the 
Russell 2000 index of smaller 
companies has gained only 5 per¬ 
cent in 1997. only slightly more 
than a third of this year’s plunder 
by blue-chip measures such as 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
and foe Standard and Poor’s 500. 

Actually, secondary stocks - or 
small-caps - have been lagging 
the blue-chips ever since the 
market's steep downturn last 
summer. So surely there’s some 
catching up to be done. 

But investment advisers have a 
word of caution for those 
mulling a change in strategy: If it 
still looks like a bargain after the 
market's latest exploits, maybe 
there’s a reason. In fact, maybe 
there are several reasons. 

Naturally, foe current econom¬ 
ic backdrop is a paramount con¬ 
sideration. 

.Although the Federal Reserve 
recently passed on an opportuni¬ 


ty to slow the economy with 
another increase in interest rates, 
many market observers expect 
inflation ferns to start percolating 
again, forcing the Fed’s hand. 

If pricing pressures don't flare 
up, it would indicate that foe 
economy has been slowing 
enough to keep inflationary 
forces manageable. Either way, 
foe near-term outlook calls for 
moderating economic activity, 
which can hurt smaller compa¬ 
nies more than big ones. 

**I think interest rates are going 
to go higher, and it’s been dan¬ 
gerous to take on a more specu¬ 
lative portfolio when interest 
rates are going up,” said A. 
Marshall Acuff Jr., market strate¬ 
gist at Smith Barney, noting that 
foe blue-chip rebound was based 
largely on a strong profit perfbr- 
mance.~ 

“The keynote is for investors to 
stay with companies that have 
high quality and consistency of 
earnings growth. Most of the bet¬ 
ter profits we’ve been seeing 
have been coming from [bigger] 
companies,” said Acuff. “We 
need to see whether there’s earn¬ 
ings support for the better move¬ 
ment” in secondary stocks.

El A1 sale plan to be 
presented today

The blueprint for the privatization of El Al, including a plan to allow 
Shabbat flights, will be banded to Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
and Transport Minister Yitzhak Levy today. 

The plan has already received criticism from across die political spec¬ 
trum, particularly regarding the Shabbat issue. 

Since coming into office. Levy has said he will not allow El AI to fly 
on Shabbat and will not tolerate an increase in violations of Shabbat 
The plan allows for El Al flights on Shabbat as long as the total traf¬ 
fic volume does not exceed its current level. This proposal has also been 
criticized by MKs who say it will alienate foreign airline camera that 
will have to accommodate El Al’s entry into the weekend market 
According to die plan of the government-appointed committee, El Al 
is to be privatized via a 100 percent public flotation on die Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange in the first half of 1998.

Settlers take credit for security spending

and-a-half years to enhance tbeir security are 
the direct result of the dialogue between settle¬ 
ment leaders and die IDF, Yechiel Lei ter, of the 
Council of Jewish .Communities in Judea, 
Samaria, and Gaza, said recently. 

“The majority of what was implemented was 
at the council's initiative, having been forced 
into die situation due to die Oslo Accords,” he 
said. 


Talking to reporters on Wednesday, Col. 
Yitzhak Aviiam, head of regional defense in 
the Central Command, praised the settlement 
leaders for their full cooperation, adding that 
without their assistance the project of 
enhancing security would not have been pos¬ 
sible. 

Meanwhile, Jewish residents of Hebron were 
severely criticized for refusing to use a bullet¬ 
proof Iras to take their children to school. The 
bus was prepared by the IDF at a cost of NIS 
350,000 and has been ready since January. 

“The community refuses to hide behind the 


walls of a ghetto and bullet-proof vehicles,” 
said spokesman David Wilder. **We live in 
Hebron as bee people and have no reason to be 
ashamed or afraid.” 

He added that fee community fears that 
agreeing to using the bus will be the fiist step 
in a series of measures that will hamper free 
and normal movement within the city. 

Letter said the council was disappointed at 
the community's decision. 

In an unrelated event, the Palestinian 
Authority was prevented from opening a post 
office near the Machpela Cave last week. ■
